allies finally had sapped the strength 
of Communists trying to crack the 
central front. 
A briefing officer at U. S. Eighth 
Army headquarters sounded the first 
optimistic note since the Reds 
launched their second spring of­ 
fensive. 
“The situation is shaping up,” he 
said.The Second Division and its 
French and Dutch components 
fought out of a Red trap Friday. 
Field dispatch® said they killed 
10,000 or more Reds. 
Col. John C. Coughlin of Santa 
Fe, N. Mex., who led one regiment 
back to Allied lines after 36 hours 
or entrapment, said: . 
“We slaughtered so many their 
blood covers our boots be. ause we 
had to walk over them to get into 
the new perimeter.”

If the South Koreans hadn’t been 
forced back, Coughlin said, “we 
would have piled so many on the 
minefields to our front that our 
own troops would not have been able 
to climb over the hills of bodies.”

Then, while the rapid firing guns 
poured out a withering fire, tanks 
roared out and picked off surviving 
Reds. 
The main Red blows were struck 
east and west of Hangye, 55 miles 
northeast of Seoul. 
To the west, Chinese troops cross­ 
ed the Hongchon river in force in 
front of American and South Kor­ 
ean lines, posing a threat of new 
attack. Some wore the traditional 
white clothes of Korean civilians.

On Jap Treaty 
WASHINGTON m — The United 
States today rejected a Russian pro­ 
posal for a Pacific Big Four con­ 
ference to “embark upon prepara­ 
tion” of a peace treaty with Japan. 
An American note was handed to 
Soviet Ambassador Alexander S. 
Panyushkin by Assistant Secretary 
of State George W. Perkins. The 
Russian envoy was called to the 
State Department in early after­ 
noon to receive it. 
As he left the building, Panyush­ 
kin told reporters he had received 
a “reply on the Japanese question.” 
State Department Press Officer 
Michael McDermott said that wThat 
he got was the American response 
to a note from Russia on May 7. 
That communication made the 
proposal on the draft of a Japanese 
treaty. 
McDermott added that the text 
of the American response will be 
published tomorrow night (at 5 p.m. 
PDT, May 20). 
While officials would not discuss 
the text pending publication, it was 
learned that it followed precisely 
the line disclosed by McDermott on 
May 8. At that time he described 
the Russian proposal as a “mockery” 
intended not to promote but rather 
to “stall” a peace settlement with 
Japan,

schedule of special events concludes with the 
dance at the Legion Hall in San Ralael 
tonight. 
Marin's special emphasis on the observance 
of Armed Forces Day this year is quite appro­ 
priate, for our county has played a key role in 
national defense almost from the very day of 
its birth just a little more than 100 years ago. 
In those early days, the fortifications on 
Angel Island were considered the keystone in 
San Francisco's harbor defenses. Old Fort 
MacDowell there served the nation in peace 
and war almost continuously until after the 
close of World War II. 
Likewise the fortifications at Forts Baker, 
Barry and Cronkite on the Marin side of the 
Golden Gate formerly played an important 
role in defending the bay. 
Marin Coast Guard stations at Ft. Reyes, 
Bolinas Bay and Lime Point likewise have a 
long and significant history.

The naval net depot at Tiburón long ago 
was an important coaling station for men-of- 
war before it became a net depot and center 
for development of defenses against sub­ 
marines. 
i^nd nobody has to be reminded that Hamil­ 


ton Field was the scene of m uch aviation 
pioneering which enabled our nation during 
World War II to develop an air striking force 
of previously undreamed power. 
But there is another side to the observance 
of Armed Forces Day in Marin—an aspect that 
should never for a moment be forgotten by 
any of us. 
We refer to the response of Marin’s young 
manhood to our nation’s call in time of need. 
There are still a good many members of old 
Co. D living in the county, men who in their 
youth answered the call to colors. Co. D went 
to the Philippines in the Spanish American 
War. 
And last summer our Marine Reserve Co. C 
was called up. Most of the young men who 
made up its ranks went to Korea to meet the 
Communist threat to world peace. A good 
many of them are fighting there this very 
moment. And nearby them over there are a 
scattering of Marin men in the army and navy, 
also racing the Red enemy. 
Let us take this occasion — Armed Forces 
Day, 1951—to reaffirm our graiitude to those 
brave young fellows from our county who this 
very day are fighting our battles in a distant 
land.

Public Demands, Hal Agrees To 
Leave T.V. To Tallullah, Groucho 


By STEWART ALSOP 
WASHINGTON — The atomic 
bomb, as Winston Churchill has 
said, and as many people are 
prone to forget, is “what we are 
living on noy.” It is therefore a 
fact of vital significance—and a 
fact which can hardly encourage 
our enemies—that enormous in­ 
creases in American atomic power 
have been made in recent months. 
Where atomic energy is con­ 
cerned, the reporter is faced with 
a conflict between his duty of re­ 
porting important information and 
his duty not to report information 
which is properly secret. Recently 
this reporter and his partner have 
resolved this conflict by suppress­ 
ing two columns at official re­ 
quest. Now much of the informa­ 
tion then suppressed has become 
publicly available. What follows 
are conclusions, which are strictly 
this reporter's own, and facts, 
which have been checked with 
high authority to make certain 
that no technical information use­ 
ful to a potential enemy appears. 
THE FIRST CONCLUSION is 
this—that the third and last of 
the atomic tests at Eniwetock, 
which occurred last week, was the 
explosion of an atomic bomb pow­ 
erful enough to trigger a hydro­ 
gen bomb. It is a reasonable esti­ 
mate that the third Eniwetock 
bomb was five or s.ix tim.es as pow­ 
erful as the Hiroshima bomb, and 
that such a bomb exploded over a 
city would either totally destroy 
or very severely damage an area 
of about thirty square miles. 
If this estimate is correct, It 
raises an obvious question. Since 
only two or three bombs of the 
power of the third Eniwetock 
bomb would destroy almost any 
city in the world, is the hydrogen 
bomb project useful and rational? 
At any rate, the appalling power 
of the third Eniwetock bomb 
should certainly give any potential 
aggressor pause. 
THE SECOND CONCLUSION is 
that the United States now has an 
atomic stockpile sufficient to per­ 
mit thf use of atomic bombs on a 
great scale, not only strategically, 
against cities, but t a c t i c a 11 y, 
against troops in the field. 
This conclusion derives largely 
from the results of the previous 
series of atomic tests near Las 
Vegas, in Nevada. Nothing should 
be said about the technical nature 
of these tests, except the general 
statement that they were designed 
“to get more for less.” But it can 
be said—and this also should offer 
no encouragement to our enemies 
—that the Las Vegas tests were 
so successful that they had the ef­ 


fect of doubling overnight Ameri­ 
can atomic power, just as surely aa 
though the actual number of 
bombs had been doubled. 
Four more Nevada tests are pre­ 
sently scheduled, which are ex­ 
pected also decisively to Increase 
the American atomic potential. It 
is thus reasonable to conclude that, 
even if world war came tomorrow, 
it would be possible to use large 
numbers of atomic bombs tacti­ 
cally, in support of defending 
troops. And although atomic bombs 
could not stop a decisively supe­ 
rior advancing army, bombs used 
in great numbers to support a se­ 
rious defense could have a pro­ 
found effect on the course of the 
fighting. 
THE THIRD CONCLUSION re­ 
lates to the second. An entirely 
new and extremely significant tac­ 
tical use for the atomic bomb is 
now envisaged. The fact that there 
are plans for exploding an atomic 
bomb underground has already 
been published elsewhere. There 
are reasons for believing that one 
underground test has already 
taken place in the Aleutians. If 
not, such a test will soon take 
place, and will be followed by other 
tests of bombs of different degrees 
of power exploded at varying 
depths. 
The real meaning of this is 
simple. Theoretically, at least, it 
would be immensely difficult and 
perhaps impossible for an advanc­ 
ing army to clear a safe path 
through the vast weight of con­ 
taminated, radioactive soil thrown 
up by an underground atomic ex­ 
plosion. It is true that this soil 
would remain lethally contaminat­ 
ed only for a few days or weeks, 
and true also that the area af­ 
fected would not be unlimited. Yet 
it is obvious that, if the tests are 
successful, his new technique for 
denying vital ground to an ad­ 
vancing enemy could also have a 
profound effect on the course of 
any future war. 
All this offers no grounds for 
complacency. If world war comes, 
it will not be won by atomic bombs. 
It will be won only by more blood, 
more sweat, and more tears than 
the world has ever known before. 
Yet the best hope that the blood, 
the sweat and the tears will not 
have to be shed lies still in Amer­ 
ican atomic powFer, and in Ameri­ 
can willingness to use this terrible 
power if the Soviet rulers decide 
to plunge the world into general 
war. And the fact that American 
atomic power is now far greater 
than it has ever been before should 
surely cause the Soviet rulers to 
hesitate before taking this final, 
fatal decision.

NEW YORK (£>) — The govern­ 
ment wants the oil industry to 
drill 170 million feet of holes in 
the United States this year. The 
trouble in the Iranian oil fields, at 
Russia’s doorstep, adds urgency to 
the task. 
Some of the wells drilled will be 
rank wildcats, with the chances of 
striking oil regarded at one in 
nine by the industry. Others will 
be drilled in known oil-bearing 
fields, where the chances are rated 
one in five. 
THE INDUSTRY PLACES the 
cost in the billions. That’s because 
there’s a lot more to drilling for 
oil than just hiring a, rig. It's now 
a costly, if scientific, gamble. 
Both the industry and the gov­ 
ernment- agree the holes should be 
drilled because the nation needs 
new sources of petroleum. Civilian 
and military consumption is rising. 
More important is the threat of 
the loss of the Middle East’s rich 
oil fields should the trouble in Iran 
spread or the Reds march into 
Arabia. Should that happen, the 
United States might need badly 
whatever oil the 44,000 holes might 
tap.Oilmen estimate that every week 
the United States drills as many 


wells as the Russians plan to drill 
a year, according to their last five- 
year plan announcements. 
Last year more than 43,000 holes 
were drilled here, for a total of 160 
million feet, the American Petro­ 
leum Institute reports. Before the 
war the record year was 1941 with 
31,510 wells drilled for a total of 
99 million feet. 
COSTS OF DRILLING A WELL 
vary widely. A 10,000-foot explora­ 
tory well may cost from $200,000 
to $1 million, whether or not it 
taps oil, depending upon location 
and the nature of the operation. 
All together, the industry last 
year added 2,562,685,000 barrels of 
petroleum to the nation’s proved 
reserves, which the American Pe­ 
troleum Institute now' puts at 25 
billion barrels. The Institute says 
the nation’s 467,776 producing oil 
wells are pouring out around six 
billion barrels of oil a day. That’» 
248 billion gallons. 
The products run your cars, 
trains, planes, tractors, ships. They 
heat your homes, power your fac­ 
tories, and enter into hundreds of 
chemicals, plastic and synthetic 
goods. 
And they arewindispensible to 
national defense. Hence, the desire 
lor 44.000 more holes in the earth.

(jP)—Almost 
any day now I expect to start re­ 
vising the list of California’* rec­ 
ord striped bass. 
That may seem unduly optimis­ 
tic, after a spring which has been 
strictly an in-and-outer 
for 
the 
striper 
fishermen. 
But, I 
don’t 
think so. There are lots of things 
in its favor. 
To begin with, the weather is bet­ 
ter, and promises to stay that way. 
'The bait likewise is better. 
It 
couldn’t be worse than it was for a 
while. 
Those are two vital fac­ 
tors, since the cold north winds and 
the poor bait have been the scourge 
of striper anglers this spring. 
Then too, the indications are that 
the fish are beginning to leave th e( 
deep bottoms and to move out into 
the rivers and into the delta spawn­ 
ing grounds. 
This spring, through the courtesy 
of John H. Fee, former president 
and historian of the Old Fisher­ 
men’s Club of Modesto, we publish­ 
ed the most accurate list available 
of big stripers taken by sports fish­ 
ermen. 
In 1911 M. J. West landed 
a 62 4 pounder in the Napa river. 
That monster of other days still 
tops the list. But don’t think that 
all the big fish lived 40 years ago, 
or even only 10 seasons back. 
The Number Two listing is the 
58 pounder taken by Ross Maynard 
in Suisun Slough in 1948 and the 
next is the 514 pounder taken by 
Fred Peterson in Old river in 1945. 
'P'red’s fish was first listed as 49*4 
pounds and sixth place. 
But Fred 
has the record and the certificate 
showing the correct weight at 51*4 
pounds, which moves him up to 
third. 
The best fish taken this year, and 
the Number Eight on the list, is 
the 47 pounder taken by Frank 
Werner off Blind Point early in 
March. 
Alex Calhoun, fish and game di­ 
vision district biologist, and Cali­ 
fornia’s best student and authority 
on striped bass, reports reading in 
old records of a 90-pound striper 
that was netted in Suisun Bay sev­ 
eral decades ago. 
In June, 1949, an 83-pound striper 
was taken by commercial fisher­ 
men off Decker Island. A 78-pound 
striper wras netted and put on the 
market in San Francisco in 1910. 
But, how about now. 
Well this 
week, the fish and game division 
conservation boat, “Striper,” took a 
58*4 pound lunker off Prisoner’s 
Point, Venice Island. That's where 
the San Joaquin river narrows down 
just north of Mandeville Island. 
Last week-end W. Winton of Sun­ 
nyvale took a 35 pounder at the en­ 
trance to the Big Break. 
Now the fish are spreading out. 
We have reports of 20-pounders tak­ 
en in the San Joaquin as far south 
as Modesto, but that section isn’t 
at Its peak yet. 
North, the fish 
are in the Sacramento now and in 
the Feather.

Administration — thereby 
adding another major piece of out­ 
door legislation to the already'fine 
record o? the current legislative ses­ 
sion on fish and game matters. 
The assembly action on the Brown 
Act is the last major action before 
the bill goes to Gov. Earl Warren 
for his signature. 
The Brown Act 
is that bill taking the administra­ 
tion of fish and game out of the De­ 
partment of Natural Resources and 
putting it into a department of its 
own under a director to be named 
by the Governor.

The bill was authored by Senator 
Charles Brown of Shoshone and car­ 
ries his name. 
Other major fish and game legis­ 
lation passed by the 1951 legislature 
includes the following: 
1—A bill closing the waters of the 
Sacramento and San Joaquin Rivers 
from Pittsburg upstream to thé com­ 
mercial netting of salmon and shad.

From Washington there is word 
that the Federal Bureau of Re­ 
clamation has spent more than six 
million dollars for the specific pur­ 
pose of preserving and enhancing 
fish life—over and above the in­ 
direct contributions to fish and wild­ 
life that result from general water 
development. 
The statement was made by the 
Bureau of Reclamation Commission­ 
er Michael W. Straus. 
He says it is the fish and wild­ 
life policy of the bureau to do every 
thing within its power and consist­ 
ent with its laws and common sense 
to encourage and participate in the 
broadest conception of the conser­ 
vation and use of water resources. 
Straus says there need be no con­ 
flict between common sense irriga­ 
tion and fish and wildlife develop­ 
ment and that reclamation has sup­ 
ported fish and wildlife develop­ 
ment for nearly 50 years. He says 
he feels the proper approach is posi­ 
tive rather than negative and that 
the best way is not to hold back 
reclamation proposals but to help 
push forward the fish and wildlife 
proposals in connection with them. 
Straus said “The impoundment 
of millions of acre-feet of water in 
reclamatiori reservoirs 
is bringing 
new opportunities for fishinng, boat­ 
ing, camping, hunting, and other 
recreation to many areas through­ 
out the west.”

actually become available until some 
time late in September, according 
to W. P. (Doc) Duhamel, Marin 
Veterans Service Officer. 
“Except in a few special cases,” 
Duhamel explained, “laws enacted 
by the California legislature and 
approved by the governor do not 
go into effect until 90 days after 
the legislature has adjourned. The 
current session will probably not be 
adjourned much before June 23rd, 
the final date allowed by the Con­ 
stitution.” 
What makes the situation confus­ 
ing, he pointed out, is the different 
practice with regard to federal laws. 
These normally take effect immedi­ 
ately upon approval by the Presi­ 
dent of the United States. 
“The important thing for veter­ 
ans interested in the new state legis­ 
lation to remember,” he added, “is 
[ that the headlines about the ‘ap­ 
proval’ or even the ‘passage’ of a bill 
by the legislature or one of its com­ 
mittees does not mean that the 
benefit conferred by the measure is 
immediately available.” 
. As another example, Duhamel 
cited the proposal for a larger state 
advance under the “Cal-Vet” farm 
and home financing plan. This is 
now under consideration by the 
legislature. If enacted. It will not 
take effect until late In September. 
A new Japanese law provides for 
the eventual appointment of 20,000 
civil liberties commissioners 
throughout Japan to promote the 
ideal of civil liberties.

He was 97, and he spent more 
than two-thirds of that long 
life fighting for a losing cause 
—printing press money the gov­ 
ernment could use without pay­ 
ing interest to banks. 
“Coxey’s army set out from 
here in the spring of 1894 on 
a 35-day march to Washington, 
The objective was to get con­ 
gress to use the easy - money 
method for a giant road-build­ 
ing program to ease the hard­ 
ship brought on by the panic of 
1893. The march failed. 
But only five weeks ago on 
his birthday he voiced once 
more his enthusiasm for money 
reform as the answer to the 
country’s economic troubles.

An abscess is a pus pocket form­ 
ed through the action of germs and 
restricted to a particular area. 
A 
common location for the formation 
of such abscesses is in the tissues 
around the kidney where they are 
known as perinephric abscesses. 
Nowadays, with the liberal use 
of the sulfonamide drugs and the 
antobiotics, such infections are of- 1 
ten presented before they reach the ! 
stage where they cause severe sym- 
toms. Nevertheless, surgical drain­ 
age is still necessary in many cases, j 
even though the antibiotics are used.! 
The three most common causes 
of perinephric abscesses are kidney 
infection, surgery of the kidney and 
certain diagnostic measures invol­ 
ving the use of instruments. 
To­ 
gether, these account for about one- 
half of all cases. 
Perinephric 
abscesses 
c a u s e s 
symptoms such as fever and pain 
around the area of the kidney. 
Whenever these symptoms are pres­ 
ent, and particularly when the pa­ 
tient has tuberculosis of the kidney, 
the development of perinephric abs­ 
cess should be suspected. 
X-jay 
examination is of great help in 
making a diagnosis. In the X-ray 
it is often noted that the kidney 
has been pushed sideways by the 
abscess, even though the latter does 
not itself show on the1 X-ray plate. 
Other evidence in the X-ray of a 
perinephric abscess is altering of 
the position of the stomach and 
large bowel. 
KIDNEY POSITION 
X-rays may be taken with the 
patient lying down and standing up. 
Normally, the kidney position is 
lower when the patient is standing 
up, but, in cases of perinephric abs­ 
cess, this change in the position of 
the kidney may not occur. 
It is not a simple matter to di­ 
agnose perinephric 
abscess 
as a 
rule, since it is frequently not visi­ 
ble in the X-ray plate, and there 
are many conditions that can cause 
fever and tenderness in the kidney 
area, such as pyelitis, or inflamma­ 
tion of the pelvis of the kidney. 
When there are evidences, however, 
that there is an infection of the 
kidney, such as the finding of pus 
cells in the urine, together with 
fever and pain in the kidney area, 
perinephric abscesses should be sus­ 
pected and careful X-ray studies 
carried out.

How To Earn

gardens,' Seeds free of rot and 
damping off develop quickly. 
After seeds are sown, gardeners 
advise jumping on the seeded soil 
with both feet rather than leaving 
it loose enough to be blown or 
washed away. 
A suggested method is to place 
a wooden plant on top of seeded 
soil and walk across the plank sev­ 
eral times. 
A loose, porous layer of mulch 
serves as a protective blanket to 
hold moisture in a newly seeded 
area. 
The last basic precaution is to 
avoid staking plants after they 
have grown to full size. It is much 
safer to place stakes next to plants 
In the early stages of their growth, 
so that roots can grow around the 
stakes. Late staking often damages 
plant roots.

Citrus are warin weather plants, 
in it they grow well, bloom and 
bear sweet tasting fruit. By citrus 
we mean lemons,, oranges, grape­ 
fruit» kumquat, lime, etc. 
Now is a good time Jo consider 
them. H^ve you a lemon tree whose 
leaves are yellow? Or have all the 
leaves dropped and the twigs stand 
leafless. Does your dwarf bush 
Meyer lemon look thin, or is it full 
of new growth? Do you see clus­ 
ters of flower buds along the 
branches especially where the new 
shoots are emerging? Does your 
tangeilo have chewed and ragged 
edges on the new tip growth? Is 
your orange tree laden with fruit, 
and with every breath of wind 
branches break and a dozen or so 
break off? These signs indicate 
you have a few tasks awaiting you. 
LETS TAKE THE LEMON tree. 
Yellow leaves appear 
in 
cold 
'weather. Citrus are usually pro­ 
tected in winter with a covering 
such as a burlap tent. A leaf that 
has completed its life cycle usually 
looses its green pigment and turns 
color when it is about to 'drop. 
This happens in the life of all 
evergreen plants, pyracantha, lau­ 
rel, pine and bamboo, sometimes • 
early in the season, sometimes late. 
A forceful spray from the hose 
will knock off some of these leaves. 
Almost at the moment the old 
leaves drop other buds awaken and 
new growth unfolds. In the citrus 
family we call this the “New 
Growth Cycle.’’ On it appear the 
clean, new vigorous leaves, and 
later the round bloom buds which 
unfold into fragrant flowers which 
in turn are followed by the fruit, 
ALL OF THE CITRUS carry 
their crop on the growth cycle. 
When yellow leaves drop and new 
buds unfold put mulch around the 
root crowns about three inches 
thick. Use materials from your 
compost, peat, strawy barnyard 
fertilizer, or alfalfa leaf straw. 
This will protect the root and es­ 
pecially the spreading fibrous roots 
which are close to the ground sur­ 
face. Never cultivate or chop into 
•he root system of the citrus but 
a good top dressing of compost 
materials in the basin is always 
an advantage. If the new tender 
growth is chewed with frayed leaf 
edges, this is the work of earwigs. 
Citrus can be protected from 
earwigs by setting out bait, or by 
spraying with chlordane or lin­ 
dane. These materials won’t harm 
the new growth but will protect it 
from insect enemies. Black aphis 
love to suck the juices from new 


fresh leaves. Aphis cause leaves t* 
curl, so spray the tips with Black 
Leaf 40, the old standby or spray 
with one of the newer insecticides, 
YOUR NEXT CONCERN is wa­ 
tering. Make sure the citrus roots 
get plenty of water all year be­ 
cause they must support the new 
growth, the flowers and the new 
green crop. 
, 
If your orange tree is so ladened ' 
that branches are breaking, «01 
you have to do is harvest the crop*, 
Pick those oranges, place in a ceol 
room for about three weeks and 
then serve to the family. The sugar 
content will astonish you and you’ll 
be proud, your garden offered such 
a gift. Prune out your tree, get 
rid of dead inner branches, cut 
back wild shoots about half. Open 
up the center so that light, air and 
sun gets into your tree and bene­ 
fits the new growth. 
I drove by a place where an or­ 
ange tree was growing in the lawn. 
That tree was really in trouble. 
It was thirsty in spite, of being in 
the lawn. The foliage was not yel­ 
low but drooping, there was not a 
sign of any new cycle growth. 
What that owner should do is grab 
a fork, punch holes down all 
around the root zone, under the 
branches and out on the margine 
at the rain drop, then top dress 
the area with organic fertilizer 
like chicken or cow manure about 
two inches deep. Then he should 
soak it thoroughly for about three 
hours letting the water ran 
through the compost and down 
into the root zone. By and by when 
new growth starts popping out ah 
over he should prune, getting rid 
of dead bushy, Inside stuff, and. 
head back the spreading branches, 
so that new shoots will get full 
benefit of recent feeding and wa­ 
tering. Before the new growth gets 
up too far spray the tree to clear 
it of black sooty mold and to dis­ 
courage insects. 
? 
NOW 18 THE TIME to set a 
new citrus tree, a lemon, orange, 
or grapefruit; Select a warm place, 
dig a deep hole because the roots 
of citrus trees are tied up in long 
balls of soil. Good drainage must 
be provided. In the bottom of the 
hole scatter bonemeal, also on the 
sides; then throw in a shovel or 
so of the lightest soil available. 
Planting mixture includes equal 
parts of leaf mold, peat, and some 
alfalfa leaf meal added to your 
native soil. Do not acm dairy fer­ 
tilizer to this mixture. Throw a lit­ 
tle of your prepared soil in the 
hole.

Hoeing Often Overdone, 
Experts Think 


By ROBERT E. QEIGER ‘ 
Probably the most overworked 
tool In the home gardenerV kit is 
the hoe. 
That comes straight from head­ 
quarters, and it should cheer the 
gardener who has a minimum of 
time and effort to spend bn his 
turnips. 
The garden experts of the tJJ3. 
Department 
of 
Agriculture say 
cultivation—the main * small-gar­ 
den chore performed with the hoe 
—usually is necessary only to kill 
weeds. 
Some amateur gardeners believe 
it necessary to get out and hoe 
the ground vigorously after every 
rain. They believe that gardeners 
cultivate to keep the soil soft and 
that rain causes it to pack. 
That’s partly true. But hoeing 
too often and too deep can harm

the roots of vegetables. Most vege­ 
table roots are close to the surf ace. 
They should be disturbed as little 
as possible. 
Of course the ground must be 
kept loose and “open" in a garden 
so moisture will be absorbed and 
not run off. Occasionally it may 
be necessary to hoe, very lightly, 
to loosen the soil. But usually, ex­ 
perts say, the only hoeing neces­ 
sary is that done to keep the 
weeds down. 
If the soil of a garden is too 
clay-like and packs hard after 
rains, some coarse sand or light 
gravel should be mixed with it 
when it is spaded. Straw, manure 
and other materials may be added 
to give it texture. 
After the seeds are planted the 
garden may be covered with a light

litter of straw or similar material. 
After the plants are up and grow­ 
ing well, additional straw or com­ 
post may be placed in the spaces 
between the rows of vegetables. 
This has two advantages. It helps 
keep the weeds from growing and 
it also shades the ground. This 
helps keep it cool and conserves 
moisture. 
To te effective in dry areas, 
where moisture is at a premium, 
this “mulch" must be applied early 
in the season, before the land dries 
out. 
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Controlling Climate 
In And Out Of Homes 


There are many ingenious ways to control climate on your 
house lot, estate or farm . You can make your house more 
comfortable both in winter and summer, and enjoy outdoor 
life more, by various planting devices. Here are suggestions 
on controlling the climate around your home, prepared by 
the American Association of Nurserymen. 


USE SHADE PROPERLY. A tree 
which shades the west wall 
and roof of your house on 
summer afternoons may re­ 
duce tem peratures by 20 to 
4 0 degrees Fahrenheit, elimi­ 
nating "attic furnace." If this 
tree sheds its le~ ;esf you will 
get s u n s h i n e during the . 
spring, fall and winter when 
you need natural warmth* 


KEEP YOUR WALKS COOLER. 
A solidly paved walk or drive­ 
w ay absorbs as well as re­ 
flects heat, fand it also causes 
glare. If you make a walk of 
small squares sq that grass 
grows between them, how­ 
ever, the heat will be low­ 
ered to a considerable extent. 
The glare also will be re­ 
duced. 


C O N T R O L COLD AIR, Like 
w ater, it flows dow nw ard and 
settles at the lowest point. On 
this plan, the cold air flows 
down and out the open gate, 
eliminating frost pockets in 
the yard, in summer, the gate 
is closed. A pocket o f cold air 
collects there, making it a cool 
place to sit on hot summer 
nights.

Days Are Here Again 
Living beneath the slopes and in 
the valleys of Mt. Tamalpais and 
having heard the legend of the 
Sleeping Maiden since childhood, 
most Marin county residents are 
quick to recall the Indian’s his­ 
torical stamp upon the county. The 
very name Marin was that of the 
Chief of x the Lacatuit tribe who 
ruled in the southern part of the 
county. 
An even more pertinent remin­ 
der of the redmen’s inevitable 
mark upon our now bustling com­ 
munity is the Mission San Rafael 
Arcángel. In the fall of 1817 Gov-» 
ernor Sola suggested that ailing 
Indians in the bay area be moved 
to the “sunnier environment” of 
San Rafael. 
The Mission, intended as a 
branch of Mission Dolores In San 
Francisco was dedicated on De­ 
cember 14, 18*7 at St. Raphael the 
Archangel “whose name signifies 
the healing of God” and in 1821 
was enlarged to accomodate the 
695 Indians within its walls. 
Not in the least a military bul­ 
wark, the Mission settlement 
nevertheless served to substantiate 
a claim which was needing support. 
Since 1899 the Russian colony on 
Bodega Bay had been prospering 
and expanding and when Ivan 
Kuskov was its Governor in 1811 
he went so far as to mount can­ 
non in a fort—the fort we now 
know as Fort Ross. Strange as it 
may seem in the light of present 
day affairs, history has proved 
that one of the Mission St. Ra­ 
phael’s greatest services was the 
preservation of the North shore 
from this Russian advance. 
i . . .

THE MISSION'S LIFE was a 
full but comparatively short one. 
Studious Father Juan Amoros 
served Mission San Rafael Arc­ 
ángel for thirteen of its 17 years. 
He added workshops, granaries, 
and corrals; he traveled among the 


friendly tribes and took in con. 
verts from Tiburón to Petaluma. 
He was buried in the church, now 
St. Raphael’s, on July 14, 1832. 
John Read, Mission administra­ 
tor for .nine years operated the 
first ferry boat to cross the bay 
in order to take Mission products 
to San Francisco.

It was one year after Fremont 
and Kit Carson had taken over 
the Mission property during their 
battle with the Mexicans that the 
first secular priest came to .serve 
San Rafael. Timothy Murphy, 
majordomo of the Mission estate 
took the few remaining neophytes 
to his own Nicasio ranch when the 
Mission building itself began to 
crumble and by 1855 all mission­ 
ary records were kept there in the 
St. Vincent's Orphanage. The ye.nr 
1879 saw the remnants of the 
original Mission building being re­ 
moved for tile parish church. 
FOR EIGHTY YEARS the Mis- 
• aon site stood quiet and unheeded 
never giving so much as a hint to 
the passerby of what “had been" 
until in 1949 the Marin County 
Historical Society spearheaded by 
Mrs, Florence Donnelly, society 
editor of the Independent-Journal, 
put forth a major effort and 
achieved the reconstruction of the 
Mission. 
It is to the recollection of those 
first days of the Mission where 
the Indian went about his work 
and thrived on the care and com­ 
fort of his environment that this 
year’s 4th annual Mission Fiesta 
is dedicated. The reigning Fiesta 
Queen Mary Alice Galvan, will be 
in Indian attire as will her at­ 
tendants. Visitors will note Marin 
county’s tribal relics in the his­ 
torical room of the Mission. The 
Sleeping Maiden of the mountain 
will silently watch over the fes­ 
tivities.

Dr. Hammond found silversmithing 
one of the few hobbies that retains its interest even though 
frequently interrupted by the hectic routine of a physician. 


A Marin physician long ago 
found something that millions 
hunt for most of their lives.

Some of the world’s most'treas­ 
ured hymns have been written by 
saintly women. "Nearer, My God, 
To Thee” by Sarah ^d&ms, "Just 
As I Am Without One Plea” by 
Charlotte Elliott; Jemima Luke’s 
"Sweet Story Of Old," and the 
songs of Fanny Crosby and Phoebe 
Cary are sparkling jewels in every 
hymnal. 
One of the most beautiful con­ 
secration 
hymns 
ever 
written, 
"More Love To Thee, O Christ" 
was composed in 1856 by Elizabeth 
Payson Prentiss to give expression 
to a spiritual longing which had 
become the prayer of her life. It 
was but one of more than 100 re­ 
ligious poems which Mrs. Prentiss 
wrote during her life-time to whis­ 
per messages of comfort and peace 
and women whose lives, like her 
own, were spent in the shadow of 
physical suffering, but it is the 
best known and the best loved of 
them all. 
Mrs. Prentiss’ sweetness of spirit 
and deep spirituality were the 
fruits of an unusual Christian 
home life. She was the daughter 
of Edward Payson, famous New 
England clergyman, who became 
so widely known for his helpful, 
spiritual ministry that long after 
his death those who had been 
blessed by his-prayers and preach­ 
ing continued to name their sons 
after him. In later life she was 
married to the Rev. George Pren­ 
tiss, a professor at Union Theo­ 
logical Seminary. 
All her life she bore her cross of 
ill health with rare courage, and 
often it was a time of faith-testing 
suffering -that gave birth to her 
greatest poems and writings. It 
was in an hour of pain that she 
planned her beautiful and popular 
story, "Stepping Heavenward." It 
was written, she explained to her 
friends, "to strengthen and com­ 
fort other souls." 
"More Love To Thee, O Christ," 
composed in another period of dis­ 
tress and spiritual anxiety, was 
written so hastily that the final 
stanza was left uncompleted. Years 
later, when she showed it to her 
husband for the first time, and 
decided to have it published, she 
added the last line of the hymn in 
pencil so that it could go to the 
printer. "To Love Christ More,” 
Mrs. Prentiss once said, "is the 
deepest need, the constant cry of 
my soul . . . out in the woods and 
on my bed, and out driving; when 
I am happy and busy, and when I 
am sad and idle, the whisper keeps 
coming up for more love, more 
love, more love!"

"Now it came to pass in the 
third year of Ho&hea, son of Elah, 
king of Israel, that Hezekiah, the 
son of Ahaz king of Judah began 
to reign. 
'“Twenty and, five years old was 
he when he began to reign in Jeru­ 
salem." He reigned 29 years. 
Apparently following' his own, 
earnest convictions, this young 
man went to work to bring his 
people back to the worship of Je­ 
hovah. He "removed the high 
places, and brake the pillars;" he 
cut down the idols and broke the 
brazen serpent which Moses had 
made because the people had burnt 
incense before it and worshiped it. 
Then the king prepared for a 
great revival. He told the Levites, 
and priests to cleanse the temple 
and to sanctify themselves.. Then 
he sent messengers into all the 
cities and into Israel, asking the 
people to' come to Jerusalem, for 
the Passover. 
Thousands came from the two 
kingdoms., 
and 
great 
.sacrifices 
were offered on the altars. The 
Levites were set "in the house of 
the Lord with cymbals, with salt­ 
eries, 
(ancient stringed instru­ 
ments of the zither type), and with 
harps.” When the king command­ 
ed that the burnt offerings be of­ 
fered on the altar, “all the congre­ 
gation worshipped, and the singers 
sang, and the trumpeters sounded, 
and all this continued until the 
burnt offering was finished." 
It must have been * most im­ 
pressive and stirring _ ceremony, 
somewhat similar to the evange­ 
listic meetings held by Dwight L. 
Moody and Ira Sankey long ago; 
like Billy Sunday’s revivals of not 
SO' long ago; or those now being 
held by Dr. Billy Graham. 
No such inspirational gatherings 
had been recorded in the Bible for 
hundreds of years. 
His people must have loved and 
trusted Hezekiah, for it is recorded 
that "after him was none like him 
among all the kings of Judah, nor 
any that were before him." 
Sennacherib, king of Assyria, 
came up against all the fenced 
cities of Judah, and took them. 
Hezekiah did an odd thing. He 
gave Sennacherib “300 talents of 
silver and 30 talents of gold, and 
all the silver that was found in 
"the house of 'the Lord, and, in, the 
treasures of the king’s household." 
He even “cut off the gold from 
the doors of the temple off the 
Lord, and from the pillars" which 
he himself had overlaid, and gave 
a ir to the king off Assyria. 
However, Sennacherib was still 
not satisfied. He wanted to take 
Jerusalem and destroy ft. He sent 
a great army to the city. Rabsha- 
keh, one of the leaders of the As­ 
syrian army, called to the king, 
who sent throe messengers to hear 
what the Assyrians had to say. 
Rabshakeh told them to tell 
Hezekiah that there was no use in 
trusting in Jehovah to help them 
in this predicament; other gods 
had not helped their people. Also, 
that if they were dependipg on 
Egypt for aid, it would do them 
no good. 
Hezekiah’s messengers returned 
to the king with their clothes rent 
in despair. The king also rent his 
clothes and covering himself in

sackcloth, he went to the house of 
the Lord. Then he sent messengers 
dressed in sackcloth to Isaiah, the 
prophet, to ask what they should 
do. 
Isaiah told them to tell the king 
that the Lord said that the As­ 
syrian had blasphemed, and that 
He would "send a blast upon him, 
and he shall heat* a rumour, and 
shall return to his own land; and 
I will cause him to fall by the 
sword in his own land." 
Again Rabshakeh threatened and 


warned Hezekiah not to trust In 
his God. However, Hezekiah prayed 
to the Lord, and "it came to pass 
that night, that the angel of tha 
Lord went out, and smote in tha 
camp of the Assyrians an hundred 
and fourscore and five thousand: 
and when they arose early in tha 
morning, - behold, they were all 
dead corpses."
